rooms, cubic space, etc. A 


‘‘room,’’ for instance, may be a very elastic 
term, since the dimensions may vary con- 


siderably. Age and sex may also affect the 
position in a material degree. A dwelling 
of two rooms occupied by families of five, 


composed of father and mother and three 
very young children on the one hand, and 


by. five adults 


on the other, would be re- 


garded as living in the same state of over- 
crowding represented by a density of 24 
persons per room, yet it is manifest that 
the latter family is much more poorly housed

Behind the Scenes 


It is not easy at the moment to discover 
what is happening behind the diplomatic 
scenes in Europe. Apparently, two major 
movements are in progress. Both are 
designed to achieve the same end—namely, 
the final destruction of the British Empire. 
In the first place, Herr Hitler and his 
colleagues are making a determined effort 
to come to terms with France. They wish, 
once and for all, to ‘‘liquidate’’ the 
position between France and Germany, 
bringing France into the framework of the 
“ New Order” in. Europe, which aims at 
a military and economic hegemony for the 
Germans, and the isolation of Great 
Britain from continental affairs. For 
manifest reasons, Herr Hitler probably 
would be ready to concede reasonable terms 
to France, whom he professes to regard 
as the dupe of British perfidy. Obviously 
inspired reports during recent weeks have 
hinted that the Germans would be satisfied 
with the. re-annexation of  Alsace- 
Lorraine, or even with the creation of a 
kind of independent State embracing the 
two disputed provinces, with certain 
colonial concessions, including a share 
apiece for Italy and Spain. Very 
naturally, there are many Frenchmen who 
would not be unwilling to make peace on 
such terms. France was defeated in one:of 
the shortest campaigns in history. On the 
time-honoured principle of ve victis, she 
cannot expect to escape the consequences of 
her defeat, and Monsieur Pierre Laval 
is not the only Frenchman who would 
regard the suggested terms: as eminently 
reasonable. On the other hand, the 
rumour that the French Government, in 
order to secure more favourable terms, 
would be prepared to hand over what 
remains of its fleet, with the use of its 
Mediterranean and North African bases, 
ought to be dismissed at once.. We do not 
believe that any Government “which 
includes men such as Marshal Pétain and 
General Weygand ever would consent to 
give Germany active assistance in her war 
against the British Empire. The Germans 
have every right to play their cards in 
the most advantageous way. Everything 
is fair in modern politics; but ‘Pétain 
and Weygand are soldiers with a high 
standard of honour, and, while they will 
do their, best to mitigate ‘the sufferings of 
their own people, we do'not: believe for a 
moment that they will be parties to any 
bargain that might prejudice the interests 
of their former allies. ‘ 
While the gossips are busy with specula- 
tions regarding the policy of the French 
Government and the chances of an early 
peace between France and her conquerors, 
the second diplomatic movement is develop- 
ing rapidly. in South-Eastern Europe. 
Here, again, the idea is to crush Great 


as if the Germans were basing all their 
hopes on’ the ‘success’ of their Blitzkrieg 
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“Axis” Powers will make a bold bid for 
a decisive victory in the Mediterranean. 
Marshal Graziani began some months ago 
to invade Egypt from Libya; but, in the 
nature of things, progress in that part of 
the world must be-slow, and;-at any rate, 
Marshal Graziani’s. Fabian tactics are far 
too leisurely for the dynamic personality 
of Herr Adolf Hitler. For that reason, 
no doubt, and in order generally to 
accelerate the tempo of the offensive, the 
campaign against Greece was begun. It 
has been: said that Signor Mussolini 
invaded Greece without the Germans’ 
consent; but this rumour, like most of 
its kind, probably is groundless. The 
attack on Greece came immediately after 
Herr Hitler's visit to his Italian ally at 
Florence, and the odds are that Signor 
Mussolini’s decision was taken’ not only 
with the approval, but even at the instiga- 
tion, ‘of the German leader. Be that as it 
may, the fact is that Greece has been 
invaded, and that an attempt is being 
made to persuade the Bulgarians to throw 
in their lot with the “ Axis’’ Powers in 
order to isolate Turkey in the Medi- 
terranean, and prepare the way for an 
eventual German drive towards Syria’ and 
Palestine, en route for the Suez Canal. 
It is a grandiose scheme; but Herr Hitler 
never has hesitated to take risks, and, if 
Greece can be crushed fairly quickly, a 
big stride will have been taken towards 
the achievement of the Fihrer’s ambition. 
Can Greece be crushed? That remains to 
be seen. The mere fact that she has 
resisted at all seems to have come as a 
surprise to the “Axis” Powers. 

By herself, Greece hardly could hope to 
stand up for long to the onslaught of 
Italy’s modern army, particularly as she 
is notably weak in the air; but she is 
not by herself. Since the Italian attack 
on Greece has been expected for some time, 
the British Government probably has 
laid its plans with some care. The pro- 
vision of adequate aid for Greece primarily 
is a jobforthe British Navy. Strategically, 
Greece is in a strong position from the 
naval point of view. The possession of 
Greek harbours will 
strengthen Great Britain’s hand enor- 
mously in the Eastern Mediterranean. It 


Dodecanese, to protect the flank of her 
armies in the Middle East, and, above 
all, to attack Italy from the air without 
the necessity for thousand-mile flights from 
British bases. According to an official 
announcement in London, British troops 
already. have been landed in the Greek 
island of Crete, barely a hundred miles 
from Italy’s naval bases in the Dodecanese ; 
Athenian newspapers mention also the 
presence of naval and air units in Greece, 
and there seems to be no doubt that 
Great Britain’s pledge to Greece will be 
fulfilled. Of course, if Greece should 
be over-run in a few weeks, the tables 
would be turned on the British; but the 
Italians are showing no sign of Blitz 
methods; in fact, their tactics in Greece 


inoré, the Greeks are tough fighters, 
and are being helped to a great extent 
by. the terrain in the Epirus, which 
is their. most efficient ally. Turkey’s 
attitude has been made perfectly clear. 
She will be faithful to her alliance 
with Great Britain, and, if she should be 
attacked, she will defend herself. She is 
working in close harmony with Soviet 


safety of the Dardanelles. Her immediate 
task is to contain Bulgaria. She has 
certain claims against Greece; but King 
Boris is a wise statesman, who is not 
likely to fall: foul of the Turks if he can 
help it. At the moment the whole situa- 
tion in South-Eastern Europe is obscure. 
It “will not be clarified until a major 
engagement takes place; and until the full 
extent of Britain’s help to Greece is dis- 
closed speculation will be futile. 


Forbidding Fruit 


Statistics have a bad name. They have 
fallen into most: evil repute for some 
reason or other, and the man in almost 
any circle of society who would sit down 
with pleasure over a volume of statistics 
is liable to be regarded by ninety per cent. 
of his fellows as something of a dull 
dog in his amusements. Yet for anybody 
who takes the trouble to read and under- 
stand the frequently abstruse headings to 
the various columns and tables of figures 
in the latest Statistical Abstract—the 1940 
issue—there is enough food for thought, 
speculation and philosophy to last for 
many a long day. The first stages—like 
learning to play the piano—are admittedly 
rather tedious. It takes quite a strong 
mind, for instance, to digest with really 
serene equanimity such a phrase as, say: 
‘Table 40. Males and Females in 1936, 
arranged in Quinquennial Age Groups and 
classified according to Conjugal Condition,”’ 
which strikes the eye on page 37; but, 
when once the reader has settled down to 
it, he will discover all kinds of interesting 
information in these intricate mazes of 
figures. The Department of Industry and 
Commerce in this annual compilation tells 
almost everything that anybody could wish 
to know about the every-day activities 
of the country. - The cost-of-living index, 
for example, which was 100 in July, 1914, 
was 149-in.1933, and had risen to 173 in 
1930.

Helmets a Ja Mode 


Helmets are worn these days, and the 
public, which formerly used to regard 
them with a certain amount of awe, has 
now learned to accept them without 
question as another of the outward and 
visible signs of war. A few weeks ago 
there was a parade in the city here of 
air-raid wardens and other auxiliary 
services. The outstanding feature of this 
whole parade was the ubiquity of the “tin 
hat,” ‘‘ battle-bowler,”” or whatever is the 
prevailing title. One missed the flashing of 
the fixed bayonets, usually a most attrac- 
tive feature of a parade; but the sight of 
the helmets, line upon line of them, with 
their new paint glittering in the sun, more 
than made up this deficiency. There were 
brown helmets, green helmets, the white 
helmets of the St. John Ambulance 
Reserve, and the blue helmets of the de- 
contamination squads. There were little 
boys who wore their helmets at a rakish 
angle; men who wore them at a military, 
dignified angle, and women who wore them 
at every conceivable angle. At the be- 
ginning and end of the parade were parties 
of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, who 
also wore “tin hats.’’ The policemen, how- 
ever, have come in for more than their 
fair share of this helmet business. Not 
only have they been provided. with “tin 
hats,’’ but we learn that their normal 
helmets are to be replaced by a new type 
of helmet. This new type seems to have 
a number of advantages; it is lighter in 
weight and fits more firmly upon the 
wearer’s head. On the other hand, the 
cld helmets have become a very familiar 
part of a very familiar uniform. The 
chain and spike, which add so much to 
the dignity of the helmet, soon will be no 
more. The spike is to be replaced by a 
light metal top of flat design and the 
chain is to be removed altogether. Helmets 
have a natural tendency to look like 
buckets; stripped of their sale decoration 
they will look unlike anything else. We 
feel sure that “ Tiny,” if he were alive, 
would not approve of the change—and 
“Tiny ” represents the spirit of the police 
force for many Dubliners. Tradition no 
longer carries much weight, and the older 
types of uniform and helmet are being 
discarded in favour of more efficient— 
although, perhaps, less beautiful—types. 
One must hope, however, that the Dublin | 
Metropolitan Police never will attempt to 
emulate the Army or the L.S.F. in this 
matter of newer and more comfortable 
uniforms. It is an unpleasant thought 
that some day, perhaps, the traffic in 
Dublin will be directed by gloveless men 
in battle dresseand bucket helmets. 


R.D.S. RECITAL 
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PLAYING OF DUBLIN 
STRING ORCHESTRA 
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It was very gratifying to see such a large 
attendance at the first of the Royal Dublin 
Society’s musical recitals of the season yester- 
day. Music lovers are fortunate to have in 
their midst such a very talented group as 
those who comprise the Dublin String 
Orchestra. Founded two years ago, the aim 
of this group is to present “beautiful music 
beautifully,” and especially to bring before 
Dublin music lovers’ the works for strings of 
latter-day and of modern composers. Thus, it 
was that, with one or two exceptions, the 
programmes yesterday were made up of works 
that are little known here. The opening 
Concerto, in F minor, of Giovanni Pergolese, 
full of euch. pleasant melodies and so happily 
scored revived the thought of what the world 
of music lost by the death of this . gifted 
composer at the early age of twenty-six. His 
work gave the orchastra an opportunity to 
display its artistic balance, bright tone and 
vitality. 

Variations on a Theme of Frank Bridges 

(Op. 10), by Benjamin Britten, brought to 
light the work of a young Englishman, atill 
in the twenties, whose work, notably a piece 
for ten solo instruments, had won him recog- 
nition on the Continent, His scoring shows 
a lively imagination and sufficient of the 
modern style to tickle the musical palate 
without departing too freely from the older 
classical forms. Miss Terry O'Connor, ‘both 
here and throughout the recitals, showed a 
most discerning knowledge of the music, and 
it was fascinating to watch the musicianly 
and artistic manner in which she got her 
effects. There was immense life and. drive 
in her conducting. Her reading of a new 
Suite: for Strings, by Arthur Duff, brought 
out that young composer’s happy gift of 
musical expression. . This Suite, made up of 
five movements, has a delightful native atmos- 
phere, with its haunting’ melodies. 
_ In some respects the most colourful item 
in the afternoon was a piece, ‘‘ Adagio’’ (Les 
Fleurs pales du Souvenir), by the young 
Belgian composer, Guillaume Lekeu, a pupil 
of Franck and D’Indy, who died of typhoid 
fever at the early age of twenty-four. 

The Rapsodia Sinfonica, for piano and 
orchestra, by the Spaniard,. Joaquin Turina, 
proved a very colourful work, and one was 
glad that it was in the programme, as it 
served to introduce Miss Kitty O'Doherty in 
a. somewhat unusual role.as solo pianist, 
Her playing had those qualities of polish, 
precision and life which have won her such 
recognition as an accompanist.

THE NEW INSURANCE PLANS

REASURY actuaries are now engaged 
upon work connected with the Govern- 
ment’s insurance plans that in normal 
times would take many months of study, 
but in present circumstances it is necessary 
that the schemes should be worked out 
with the least possible delay, and every 
effort is being made to smooth out the 
difficulties. ere are three main measures 
demanding attention. The first covers the 
insurance of commodities and stocks, a com- 
aoi measure introduced in September 
ast year, while the other two deal with 
the insurance of nal possessions 
against war risks, which is to be a 
voluntary scheme, and the much more 
comprehensive measure for  insurin 
property against war damage. Each 
the three schemes has its own complexities, 
but gradually the difficulties are being 
overcome. The commodities insurance 
question revolves upon the amount of 
EASA to be paid, When it was intro- 
uced it was 10s. per cent. per month, an 
it is now 5s. per cent. per month. There 
is little doubt that it will be increased to 
7s. 6d., or even 10s., in the near future, 
and, in view of the desirability of havi 
an adequate reserve fund, it is probable 
that the rate will be restored to the 
original 10s. Details of the personal 
possessions and the property insurance 
schemes have not yet been settled, but it 
will not be long before something is known 
of them. 


A Peaceful Night 


For the first time since September 7th, 
when the mass raids began, no bombs fell 
on London last night, and suburban house- 
wives have to-day been able to perform 
their washing day operations without 
hindrance; for there were no sirens 
sounded during the morning. The general 
belief is that the weather had something 
to do with this quietude, but possibly it

count on the result as a certainty, but 
informed opinion here is that there will 
be no change in the Presidency. 


Stockings Value Four Millions 


Silk stockings may still be availaile 
after December Ist. the date upon which, 
according to present regulations, they ara 
to cease to sold. Negotiations have 
been going on between the fsovernment and 
manufacturers with a view to a modifica. 
tion of the order which bans the sale from 
the first of next month, and later in the 
week representatives of the Rayon and 
Silk Association and the National Federa- 
tion of Hosiery Manufacturers are to wait 
upon the President of the Board of Trade 
to explain the position. It appears that 
there are vast stocks of silk stockings in

Warriors and Weather 


I wonder how many of my readers who 
remember the last war have noticed a 
curious similarity between the Italian 
bulletins then and now. When Italy 
entered the war on Empire Day, 1915, 
supreme command of King Victor 
Emmarel’s forces was placed in the hands 
of one General Cadorna, a distinguished 
soldier, who, in common with so many 
other famous captains of war—one only 
has to think of Napoleon, Lord Roberts 
and Foch—was not very much taller than 
his royal master. 

From the very outset General Cadorna 
was worried by the weather. In almost 
every one of his war communiqués he 
referred to the unfavourable elements, so 
much so, indeed, that the German 
cartoonists—in Simplicissimus, Lustige 
Blétter, and the rest—invariably depicted 
the Italian generalissimo with an open 
umbrella. This caricature became. as well 

nown in Germany and Austria as Strube’s 
little man in the Daily Express, and 
evety time the weather was mentioned: in 
an Official bulletin the Germans and 
Austrians howled with mirth. If I “were 
not afraid of the Censor, I might be 
tempted to reveal the fact-that the Itahans 
were not exactly popular among the 
peoples of the Central Powers twenty-five 
years ago; but tempora mutantur .... 
History is beginning to repeat itself. 


“ Saloneek ”’ 


Italy has no General Cadorna now; but 
his successor seems to be troubled just as 
sorely by the weather as he was! have 
noticed that in every bulletin issued so far 
from Italian Headquarters since the attack 
on Greece weather conditions have been 
mentioned. I wonder if the German comic 

apers still laugh at the umbrella; but I 
orgot. Aitsch no longer is allowed in 
Germany, and dear old Simplicissimus, if 
it exists at all, probably is about as funny 
as Iris Oifigiuil. 

The outbreak of the war in Greece has 
sent most of us scurrying to our atlases; 
for I do not suppose there is any country 
in Europe of which so little really is 
known. Most of us have hazy ideas of 
Greek geography from our school days; 
but our knowledge, such as it is, relates 
to Greek mythology, modernised to some 
extent by a nodding acquaintance with the 
New Testament. There must be thousands 
of Irishmen still on this side of the Styx 
who served in the Salonika campaign 
during the last European disagreement— 
by the way, all the best people referred to 
1t as 
memories of the Balkan wars nearly thirty 
years ago; but most young Irishmen know 
as little about modern Greece as they know 
about the Banat of Tamesvar, and that is 
not a great deal. 


Alas, My Poor Country ! 


Talking of the Balkan wars, 1 am 
reminded of one of the few Greeks that 
I remember in Dublin. He was a Trinity 
student, and his Christian name was 
Demetrius. Demetrius definitely was one 
of the boys, and then, in modern parlance, 
some. He was a strong Greek patriot, and 
was very much distressed at the progress 
of events which resulted in the defeat of 
his fellow-countrymen by the Turks. I

The Legendary Byron 


The inhabitants of Western Europe are 
strangely misinformed concerning the 
Greeks. Of course, they wére under 
foreign rule for so many years that they 
almost had been forgotten as a separate 
nationality until first Byron and then 
Shelley reminded the English-speaking 
world of their existence. To this day, | 
believe, Greek farmers give the name of 
Byron to their sons in grateful recognition 
of the poet’s work for their country. 

Personally, I have met few Greeks, but 
those whom I have known have been 
highly cultured and charming people. 
Yet, I suppose I fall into the error so 
common to Westerners of thinking of the 
Greeks as consummately astute business 
men, most of whom are _ fabulously 
wealthy. Whenever I have been to one or 
other of the Continental casinos—to Monte 
Carlo, Biarritz, Le Touquet, or the like, [| 
invariably have heard whispers about the 
colossal transactions of the ‘‘ Greek 
Syndicate.’’ Greeks seem to control al! 
the big gambling centres of Europe, and 
they certainly aid a reputation for 
financial wizardry.

In a leading article, The Times to-day 
says:—The British achievements in what 
used to be called ‘‘empire: building’’ has 
been admired in foreign countries—not least 
in Germany—more often than it has been 
understood. There are some foreigners who 
still think of one-quarter of the earth’s sur- 
face painted red and labelled ‘‘ British pos- 
sessions.’ Others, more sophisticated, have 
read into the history of the last hundred 
years the revolt of these former possessions— 
a revolt, they think, which has already 
destroyed the reality of the. British Empire, 
and will shortly reduce Great Britain to the 
dimensions of a small island Power. Others, 
again, encouraged by the unfortunate British 
habit of nonchalance, are content to believe 
that the British Empire is a unique and 
incomprehensible accident, and can, therefore, 
teach nothing in regard to the establishment 
of a world order in which the uninitiated 
foreigner will be in a majority. : 
One of the most vital lessons which the 
British Commonwealth can teach the world 
is that there is no single formula of inter- 
national order. Another is the emptiness of 
former commitments. In the hey-day of the 
League it was sometimes remarked that, 
while nations having little in common rushed 
eagerly at Geneva to assume obligations. of 
mutual assistance or compulsory arbitration 
on disputes, members of the British Common- 
wealth steadfastly refused to accept any such 
engagements towards one another. This 
paradox deserves to be deeply pondered. The 
structure upheld by solemn constitutional 
commitments collapsed as soon as danger 
lcomed on the horizon. But the structure oi 
the habit of uncovenanted co-operation to 
meet practical needs stands more solid than 
ever in the hour of peril. 

lf, therefore, we wish to apply to the 
international problems the lessons of the 
British Empire and the Commonwealth, we 
shall carefully eschew any pre-conceived con- 
stitutional frarmework, and not seek to impose 
on the world any unanimous pattern. of 
organisation.

RESCUE WORK 


Among the bodies still not recovered to- 
night were those of a driver and a fireman 
who had just finished duty, and were going 
home. Soldiers and sailors among the pas- 
sengers took a great part in the rescue work, 
and several naval and military surgeons on 
the train assisted the local doctors in treating 
the injured. A.R.P. workers, police, and 
members of the Red Cross Society and some 
civilians made up the band of rescue workers. 
Until the arrival of ambulances, stretchers 
were improvised from seats and doors hurled 
aiong the track to take the injured to the 
publichouse, where they were placed in the 
skittle alley until they could be taken to 
Taunton Hospital.

Dr. Manuel Azana, formerly President of 
the Spanish Republic, died during last night 
at Montauban, France, aged sixty, says a 
despatch from that town to the Havas 
Agency. Dr. Azana had been ill for some 
months. 

Dr. Azana was elected President of Spain 
on May 10, 1936, and he remained head of 
the Republic until near the end of the civil 
war, when he escaped into France. As 
Premier he was responsible for the en- 
franchisement of women and the disestablish- 
ment of the Catholic Church, involving the 
nationalisation of its property, and the expul- 
sion of the Jesuit Order from Spain.

wished to fight on. He left Spain for France, 
and, despite appeals to return, remained firm 
in favour of peace. He resigned the 
Presidency formally in February, 1939.

LONDON, Monday. 

Workers leaving a factory in the London 
area during to-night’s raid were machine- 
gunned ‘by a German “plane, which dived 
from low clouds, and.some minor casualties 
resulted, 

Three victims—Miss Elsie Burgess, aged 
20; Miss Mary Martin, aged 21, and Thomas 
Farrow, aged 17—were treated at a first-aid 
post for injuries caused by flying stone 
splinters. One worker told a reporter :— 
“We heard gun-fire in the distance, although 
no warning had been sounded, The ’plane 
gave us a burst of gun-fire and bullets 
spattered all round. Many of us threw our- 
selves down into the roadway. Some had 
just boarded a ‘bus, the roof of which was 
hit by bullets. No bombs were dropped.”’ 

Activity was more obvious than for many 
nights past, writes a reporter on the roof-top. 
Despite the intensely dark night, ’planes 
approached frequently. The familiar south- 
east route was quieter than usual, and it 
might be that different bases were being 
used by to-night’s attackers. 


FORCED TO WITHDRAW 


Heavy gun-fire greeted several ’planes which 
tried to dive inwards. At times the gun- 
flashes were almost incessant, until the few 
‘planes which did show some signs of de- 
termination were driven off their course and 
compelled to withdraw. 

Six-bombs fell in a residential area. One 
crashed in a side street near a hotel, blow- 
Ing out windows at the back of the hotel 
and damaging an empty room. 

“The bombs shook the hotel, but diners 
continued to eat unperturbed in a room 
below ground level,” said an occupant. No 
one in the hotel was hurt. 

A man was killed in the street when 
running for shelter, and others» were hurt 
by bomb splinters when within a few yards 
of a refuge. 


LATE NEWS 
BRITISH BOMBED IN CRETE

CAIRO, Tuesday. 


Behind the arrival of British troops in the 
Greek Island of Crete lies the story of the 
masterly organisation of the Royal Navy and 
the British Army, it was disclosed here to- 
day. While a small detachment of experts 
flew to Crete by air the main body of troops 
left by sea. Within a few hours of their 
arrival in Crete they were bombed by the 
Italians while in the main square of a town, 
but escaped with virtually no casualties.

FOOD PROBLEM IN AN 
EMERGENCY 


» i 


The only real proizém which would face 
the Parish Councils was what would happen 
those whose means would permit them to 
lay in some stocks, but not sufficient for an 
long emergency, said Mr. F. M. Summerfield, 
Chairman of Baldoyle Parish Council, pre- 
siding at a conference of delegates from all 
the Parish Councils in the City and County 
of Dublin, held in Dublin last night. These 
people with limited means were people with 
weekly salaries, which enabled them to live 
only on a week-to-week basis. He asked the 
delegates to consider at the meeting the posi- 
tion of people receiving public assistance, 
the need for a clear statement about the 
position of householders who have laid in 
reserve stocks and. who are worried as to 
their position should an emergency arise; and, 
thirdly, the responsibility of Parish Coun- 
cils in an emergency and their relations with 
other voluntary bodies in their area. 

Mr. S. O’Farrell,. Clontarf, said that they 
were only considering the people who needed 
assistance at present, and that in an emerg- 
ency there would probably be ten times as 
many necessitous people. 

Sir James Hartigan, K:C.B., said that in 
the Dun Laoghaire area there were 6,000 
people, and he thought that the task of 
dealing with them was a job for the Govern- 
ment and not for she Parish Council. 

Mr. D. Kennedy, Dundrum, said that the 
main difficulty in their district was not tn 
whom they would distribute the food, but 
how thev would get it into their area.

“The problem of professional unemploy- 
ment has been appearing, and is likely to 
et, worse if affairs continue as they have 
een doing in the last year; works have 
been finishing, and men of experience have 
been thrown out of employment; little new 
work has been started to absorb these un- 
employed,’’ said Professor H. N. Walsh, 
M.E., last night, in his presidential address 
to the members of the [nstitution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland in Dublin.

Damages were assessed at £815, with costs 
as between solicitor and client, in favour of 
Laurence O'Donnell, Templemungret, Co. 
Limerick, who had claimed damages against 


Cement, Ltd., Dublin, for injury to his house’ 


and other property, caused by cement dust 
from the company’s factory at Skehacreg- 
gaun, Co. Limerick. — 

The assessment was made up of £085 in 
respect, of compensation for interference with 
Mr. O’Donnell’s enjoyment of his home and 
£500: for material injury caused to the house, 
outbiuldings, furniture, gardens and pleasure 
grounds. 

Mr. O'Donnell ig also to receive a sum, as 
agreed between the parties, for expenses in 
connection with an alternative residence and 
for a caretaker at Templemungret during his 
absence. 

Mr, Justice Gavan Duffy said that Mr. 
©’ Donnell had a beautiful home and he had 
suffered severely, from a grievous nuisance. 
The cement makers had had to incur very 
heavy expenditure to control their dust and 
they had a monopoly of great public utility, 
but there was no excuse for the indifference 
to private rights displayed by their incursion 
into Templemungret, and the delay in adopt- 
ing effective remedial measures protracted 
the ‘nuisance. 

He rejected, he said, as extravagant and 
unwarranted, the claim for the redecoration 
ot the house virtually from top to bottom, 
the demand for a new kitchen range and new 
cylinder, the contention that the discoloura- 
tion of the slates entitled Mr. O’Donnell to 
a new roof, the call for new carpets and new 
underfelt, new linoleum, new curtains and 
new blinds. In his opinion no such sacrifice 
of good material was necessary to repair the 
injuries received by Mr. O’Donnell, and the 
evidence as a whole was far from establishing 
to his satisfaction the case put up in respect 
of these particular matters. The attempt to 
saddle the Cement Company with the depre- 
dations of the beetle and wood-worm during 
nev O’Donnell’s absence was quite unsustain- 
able.

It was his opinion that the theatre should 
be a main feature in the entertainment world 
of everybody; modern drama, however, had 
various difficulties to touring 
managements who preferred Shakespearean

realistic settings, and for this reason there 
was more difficulty with scenery. Waterford, 
Sligo and Tralee had good theatres and 
stages, but other towns had severe handicaps 
from the staging point of view.
